and frighten those unlearned in come­ 
tary lore half out of their wits. 
Tho 
unlearned declared that the civil war, 
which was just getting well under 
headway, must have something to do 
with it 
However this may be, it 
burst forth, unheralded and uninvited, 
shining with greater brilliancy and 
magnitude than any phenomena of a 
similar nature which that generation 
had ever seen. 
On the night of July 3 of that year 
it exhibited a most wonderful spec­ 
tacle. 
In tho evening the nucleus did 
not appear to be larger than a star in 
the first or second magnitude. 
As the 
small hours of the morning approach­ 
ed, however, the nucleus visibly in­ 
creased in both magnitude and bril­ 
liancy. The tall waved back and forth 
over our little world in a most threat 
cning manner, at times sending rays 
almost to the zenith. 
On the morning 
of July 5 the astronomers announced 
through the daily papers that the head 
of the great comet was only separated 
from the earth by a distance of 12,- 
C*00,OOO miles. 
According to the report 
sent out from the Cambridge observa­ 
tory, the comet appears to have pass­ 
ed its ascending uode between the 27th 
aud the 29th of June in longitude 279 
degrees, the longitude of the earth be­ 
ing 277 degrees at the same time. 
On Oct. IO its tail extended over a 
space of 60,000.000 miles and at sev­ 
eral points was not less than 10,000,- 
000 miles In width. 
At first it was generally conceded 
that It was the famous comet of 1550. 
the one which caused the Emperor 
Charles V. of France to resign his im­ 
perial throne, he taking It to be a 
warning from God. 
All surmises were 
subsequently set at rest by the discov­ 
ery that it was the famous Thatcher 
comet, discovered by Professor A. F. 
Thatcher at the Rutherford observa­ 
tory in New York city.

It was toward the end of 1847, and the 
great author was devoting his entire 
time to politics.

It Is evident, therefore, that while 
the sun was in the unknown abyss be 
tween west and east be dropped the at­ 
tribute of making the time at all places 
directly under his rays Monday noon 
and took to himself the attribute of 
making It Tuesday Doon. 
As the confines of the world were 
pushed farther eastward and west­ 
ward, respectively, the unknown abyss 
where this change of attribute had to 
be made got narrower and narrower 
until, when the globe was circumnavi­ 
gated. the place of change became 
simply a line. 
This line Exists and Is the place 
where the days begin. 
As the sun 
crosses this remarkable spot the time 
Jumps 
twenty-four

from noon one day to noon on the next 
day. The situation of the line has been 
located quite fortuitously—namely, by 
the circumstance whether any given 
place was first reached by civilized 
man journeying from the east or from 
the west.
